Suicide of Naval Officer Causes a 


Strange Recital 


CREW OF THE WARSHIP BLAME 


CAPTAIN FOR HIS DEATH 


JANESVILLE, WISCONSIN. FRIDAY. MARCH 30. 1900. 


The Unfortunate Lieutenant Commander, Charged With a 


Slight Breach of Discipline, Fears His Fate at the Hands 


of an Alleged. Vindictive Chief, Who Had a Record of 
Being Unduly Severe With His Subordinates—Corpse 
Taken Ashore Without Ceremony, Despite Department 
Rules—Mrs. Greene Very III at Vincennes, Ind. 


The Chicago Chronicle prints a sensa- 


tional article concerning the suicide of 
Lieutenant Commander Frances 
E. 


Greene, of the United States Navy. The 
article is certainly a remarkable one and 
can only "pass for what it is worth." 
The Chronicle's statement is as fol- 
lows: 
. Washington, March 29—While the 


• United States cruiaer Montgomery was 


unduckuis: from tne dry docic at -Buenos 
Ayers, Argentine Republic, Jan. 4 last 
Lieutenant Frances E. Greene, while 
performing his official duties on the 
bridge of the cruiaer, was relieved of 
duty by Commander Merrell, who sent 
him to his stateroom under suspension 
to await the action of theCommander-in- 
Chief, ;Rear Admiral Schley, on the 
charge of being intoxicated on duty. 


Following the customs and require- 


ments of naval regulations Commander 
Merrell summoned all "the officers of the 
cruiser into his cabin and directed them 
individually "to render a statement as 
to the condition they observed Lieuten 
act Commander Greene to be in at the 
time of his suspension." In complying! 
4»ome noticed nothing unual about the ] 
accused ..executive officer, others that he ' 
acted strangely, while one, Lieutenant 
William P. White, navigator, and next 
in rank to Lieutenant 
Commander 


Greene, madea statement that "he ap- 
paared -at the wardroom mess table be- 
tween 6 and 7:30 p. m. in a maudlin 
condition." 


When the Montgomery joined the 


flagship Chicago at Montevideo the 
matter was duly referred to the com- 
mander-in-ehief. In the interval Lieu- 
tenant Commander Greene had made re- 
peated appeals'to Commander Merrell to 
reconsider his charge, 
but without 
*rail, 


Would See the Bear Admiral 


Finding that his immediate command- 


ing officer would not grant him any 
clemency, and having knowledge of the 
statement submitted 
by Lieutenant 


White, the accused officer asked permis- 
sion to explain his case .to the rear ad- 
miral, knowing that the commanding 
officer of the Montgomery bad prejudged 
his condition and was using the present 
condition to get him out of the ship in 
favor of Lieutenant White, who would. 


. by seniority of rank, become executive 


officer. 


Commander Merrell denied the request 


to see Rear Admiral Schley, but on the 
evening of January 
10, shortly after 


sundown, visited the flagship and held a 
conference with the chief of staff 
and 


presumably Rear Admiral Schley. On 
returning to the Montgomery at 9:30 
p. m. Commander Merrell summoned the 
suspended officer into the cabin and in- 
formed him that "the rear admiral had 
refused to see him and that he would be 
recommended for trial before a general 
court martial." 


Lieutenant Commander Greene left 


Commander Merrell in bis cabin and at 
10:04 o'clock shot himself. 
Standing 


before the looking glass in his stateroom 
he placed a towel over the muzzle of a 
revolver, shot himself in the head, dying 
instantly. 


3io Kesuect Shown For Dead 


"It_is the custom in the United States 


navy," snid an officer of the navy who is 
familiar with the incidents attendant to 
the burial of Lieutemant Greene, "that 
wheu an officer or enlisted, man dies on 
board all drills and routine shall be 
omitted out ot respect to the dead." On 
the\morniog of Jan. 11, while the re- 
mains of Lieutenant Commander Greene 
were in his stateroom, Lieutenant Wil- 
liam P. White, who had succeeded to the 
duties of executive officer, held the 
usual drills and general quarters exer- 
cise in which the ship is cleared for 
action as though it were going itto 
action hurriedly—one ot the most noisy 
drills in the routine of the navy. 


Funeral Lacking; In Ceremony 


It was found necessary to hoist the 


remains over the ship's side into the 
tug by means of a whip rigged into the 
rigging, during' which 
Commander 


Merrell paced to and fro on the poop 
dock smoking a cigarette. 
There was 


no 
funeral 
ceremony, no 
marines 


paraded to present 
arms 
as the 


remains 
of 
the 
late 
executive 


officer 
left 
the 
ship, 
and 
no 


bugle call, no, courtesy, and not even the 
chirruping of the boatswain's mate's 
whistle, and it was not until the flagship 
Chicago—five 
miles distant—lowered 


her colors to halfmapt that the ensign 
on the Montgomery was hauled to a 
position of respect, and then the body 
was more than a mile from the ship. 


The body was consigned to an under- 


taker's shop fcr the night, the sea being 
too rough to permit of the embarkation 
of an escort. On the following day 
when the funeral party came on shore 
from the Montgomery, those who had 
time to speak were exceedingly bitter in 
their denunciation ot Commander Mer- 
'.rell and Lieutenant White as shown 
toward the dead officer, and as the inci- 
dents became public property in Monte- 
video it was pronounced "scandalous," 
"barbarous." 


Dissatisfaction on the Ship 


There is much dissatisfaction on the 


ship among both officers and men 
Ac- 


cording to the statements made by many 
of the crew, Lieutenant White was man- 
ifestly antagonistic toward 
the late 


^Commander Greene. Im- 


„ 
upon his succession to the 


duties of executive officer, by seniority 
ot rank, on the death ot Lieutenant 
Commander Greene, Lieutenant 
White 


is credited with countermanding all 
orders issued by his predecessor and 
openly expressing the hope, as also did 
Commander Merrell, that he, Lieutenant 
White, would become executive officer, 
and when Admiral Schley announced 
that on officer 
would be detailed for 


those duties both are reported as exhib- 
iting much displeasure. 


Startling Record Made Public. 


Since Commander Merrell has been in 


command of the cruiser Montgomery 
(April 1, 1899) there have been fifty- 
one desertions, 9PO minor punishments, 
thirty summary courts martial, five gen- 
eral courts-martial, one death, one man 
murdered on shore, mutiny on board at 
Pernutnbuco, Brazil, September 25, 1899, 
in which it was necessary to call the 
marine guard under arms to subdue the 
men in the riot. 


While serving as executive officer of 


the cruiser Baltimore, Commander Mer- 
rell had a mutiny of the same nature. 


It ie accepted that had Commander 


Merrell treated Lieutenant Commander 
Greene with proper consideration due 
him in his official capacity as executive 
officer, consulting him in matters apper- 
taining to the ship and crew rather than 
the navigator, Lieutenant White, and 
refusing aim permission to see the rear 
admiral when he begged to so do the 
suicide would not have occurred. 


Mrs. Greenu Is Very 111

Chicago, March 30—Transcontinental 


records from the Pacific coast to Chicago 
were broknn in a race against time by a 
special trrin bearing A. K. Peacock, vice 
president of the Carnegie Steel Co., who 
reached the city at 10 o'clock last eight 
over the SontaFe line from Los Angeles, 
Cal. The 2,265 miles were covered in 
59:37:00 
The special train cost Mr. 


Peacock $3,500, at the rate of about 
$1.50 a mile. 


Officers of the San to Fe company were 


enthusiastic over the fast 'run which 
they said beat all other fast transcon- 
tinental trips. The time made was seven 
and one-half hours faster than the regu- 
lar California limited of this company, 
beat the famous Nellie Ely special that 
caused so much comment in 1889, and 
was several hours faster than the Cheney 
special run over the same road a number 
of years ago.

gage car, a Pullman sleeper and a private 
car,

VALUABLE CARGO 


FOR THE SUMNER 


Will Sail For Manila With 1000 Re- 


^cruits and $4,000,000 in Gold 


and Supplies. 


Washington, March 30—The trans- 


port Sumner, which the secretary of war 
and the heads of Bureaus of the war de- 
partment are inspecting at New York 
today will soon sail for Manila with the 
most valuable cargo ever,shipped by the 
government of the United States to any 
part of the world. It carries 1,000 men, 
mostly recruits to fill vacancies in the 
regular regiments caused by the expira- 
tion of enlistments, about $1,500,000 .in 
gold to pay the troops, and about 
$2,500,000 worth of supplies furnished 
by the quartermaster, commissary and 
medical departmente. The Sumner has 
just been remodeled and fitted up on 
plans designed by Col. Bellinger ot the 
quartermaster's department, and it is 
believed to be the finest military trans- 
port in the world.

battle numbered only three hundred and 
fifty, says HillegaH. ' The British force 
was two thousand strong. The British 
lost six hundred and fifty dead on the 
hill top, and one hundred and fifty on 
the eastern slope. 


The Boers captured two hundred 


prisoners and lost fifty killed and twen- 
ty-three wounded. Six British soldiers 
were found decapitated on the captured 
positions.

Bloemfontein. 
Ten t'housand British 


troops already occupy -the place, and 
Lord Eoberte is hurrying up reinforce- 
ments, so that by this

20.000 British troops of all arms are 
concent rated near Glen. 


Military critics have not believed that 


serious operations are to be expected at 
Glan. but tho developmente since yes- 
terday afternoon have shaken their be- 
lief and some now admit that tha Boers 
will resist Lord Roberts' advance long 
before he reaches Kroonstad.

Senate Adopts an Amendment" to 


the Puerto Rico Bill. 


Washington, March'3d".—The ssnata 


on Thursday adopted the amendment 
to the Puerto Rioan bill imposing a 
tariff of 5 cents a pound on all coffet: 
imported into the island and defaato;'. 
an amendment to strike out the 
clause levying a tax of 15 per cent of 
the Dingley rates on all imports from 
Puerto Rico. The vote on the coites 
amendment was 13 to 32, and the vote 
on the motion to strike' out the tariff 
section was 1* to 33. Senator Welling- 
ton was the only republican who voteci 
for it. None of the other republican 
senators who have declared their hos- 
tility to the tariff were recorded as 
voting. They 1st their genera! pairs 
stand, and in that way were counter! 
against the motion. However, it is not 
regarded as a test vote. 


SenatorBeveridge's speech in the sen- 


ate Thursday was a disappointment to 
those republicans with whom he has 
been acting. He declared his purpose 
to vote in favor of the 
free-trade 


amendment, but agree to vote for the 
bill. 
The senator was eioqueat, as 


usual, but few senators listened to bis 
speech. There seemed to be a dispo- 
sition to discipline the young senator 
by vacating the seats and subjecting 
him to the "senatorial frost," which is 
considered enough to wilt the enthu- 
siasm of a member who ignores sena- 
torial traditions. 


There was 'more comment on the re- 


markable letter of Speaker Henderson 
published Thursday than any inci- 
dent in the senate. The speaker's ref- 
erence to the "cowards of the senate," 
and the sentence, "The senate is al- 
ways the body upon which the great 
interests concentrate their efforts to 
defeat proper legislation," made some 
senators indignant.

A voter, upon entering the polling 


place and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have indorsed thereon the 
names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. Upon receiving his ballot the voter must retire alone to 
a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. (A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner 
ot marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The voter must make a cross- 
mark.X, under the name of each person he desires to vote for. If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office whose 
name is not on the ballot, he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the 
office. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot 


cierk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in tall to any one voter. 
Five minutes' time is allowed 


in booth to mark ballot 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the 


booth and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked 
bv the voter. After it is rnarkec, it ehould bo folded so thai the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorse- 
ments and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth or com- 
partment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass 
out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of phys- 
ical disability he is unable to mark his ballot can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same to be 
chosen by the voter; and it he declares that he is totally blind he may _ be assisted by any person chosen by him from 
among the legal voters of the county. The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion as. to such person's 
disability.
